Since Italy’s entrance 
war, Prince von Buelow, who at 
that time was, German ambassador 
at Rome, has been liying in retire- 
ment in Switzerland.’ It has been 
stated repeatedly that his presence 
in Switzerland was connected with 
the German ‘peace efforts which he 
was supposed to be furthering, but 
according to other reports he is not 
in theegood graces of the German 
government.

| To Treat Wooden Silos 

, Untreated Wood Subject to More or 
_ Less Decay 

Silos built of untreated wood are 
subject to more or less decay. De- 
|terioration usually occurs near -the 
of the silos where certain 
of moisture favorable for 
the development of the fungus or de- 
cay exist. Decay may also attack 
sappy wood in any portion of the 
structure. 

Of the various preservatives in 
|} general use, a good grade of coaltar 
| creosote is very satistactory for pre- 
| serving timber. Almost any thorough 
linethod of ‘treatment with this preser- 
| Vative ought to add to the life of the 
silo. Superficial methods, however, 
}such as applying with a brush, dip- 
| ping in the preservative or spraying, 
are not sufficient. By far the best 
method is to have the staves treated 
with the preservative in a closed re- 
tort under pressure, and when so 
treated they should last indefinitely 
land should be more satisfactory to 
the purchaser.

About five years after 
the experiments were begun the 
treated wood had not commenced to 
decay. Information in regard to the 
effect- of the treated wood upon the 
surrounding silage was obtained by 
an independent test after the “first 
season,,wood treated with creosote 
having been buried in thé silage dur- 
ing the process of filling. This con- 
taminated the silage sufficiently to 
give a strong odor, but the quantity 
of creosote in the feed could not be 
determined by analysis. This silage 
when fed to cows was not relished 
and two of the animals were affected 
slightly by it.

Extracts From Motor Vehicles Act}. 


Of Alberta Of Interest to 
| Auto Owners > 


ey 

No person shall operate a motor- 
vehicle upon any public highway or 
street within any city, town or vil- 
laged, at a greater speed than one 
mile in three minutes, nor a greater 
speed than one mile in six minutes 
in turning a corner of an_ intersect- 
ing public highway or street in any 
city, town or village. 

If the speed of any motor vehicle 
shall in any case exceed the limit 
herein defined,. it shall be prime 
| facie evidence that the person oper- 
ating such motor vehicle is running 
the-same-at.a rate of speed greater 
than is reasonable and proper | hav- 
ing regard to the traffic and use of 
the street or highway, or so as to 
endanger the life or limb of any 
person or the safety of any property. 

No male person under. sixteen 
years of age and no female: person 
under eighteen years of age shall 
drive or: operate a motor. vehicle 
upon any public street, highway, 
road, park, parkway or driveway. 

No intoxicated person shall drive 
or operate a motor vehicle in any 
place. 

Upon approaching a bridge, dam, 
curve, culvert or steep descent, a 
person operating a motor yehicle 
shall have it: under control and

ceeding one mile in ten minutes.
